Virtually releases the Southern States from 
»err heavy obligations to the Government. 
It will be remembered that, at tbe beginning 
of the late War, the General Government 
levied an assessment of VOJXW* upon the 
States for the purpose of conducting the 
War. 
The seceded States were regularly m|]c» south 


charged wflh their proportion, which, change

In the ease of Georgia, amounted to 
1684,000, and about the same for Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Virginia, etc. Six 
per e«at. Interest was charged to this 
amount for each year from Its assessment. 
The tax-payers of every Southern Stale (ex- 
eept, for some unexplained reasom, Ala- 
bama) have been forced to pay something 
on tbe claim, aid all claims of the States 
against the Government, when allowed by 
Congress, have been credited against this 
Indebtedness; and W Southern claims or ap- 
propriations, amounting to nearly «2,000,000, 
ate now being held up under this claim. 
Col. TuKfile, as Special Agent ef Georgia, 
secured an appropriation, a short time 
since, for $72,000 due to Georgia on the old 
Creek War account. The Secretary of the 
Treasury ordered the amount credited 
on Georgia's Indebtedness of $684,000, with 
Interest for 18 years, or over $1,000,000. 
Col. Tuftgle thereupon prepared an argu- 
ment on direct taxes, holding that a State 
oould not be assessed or taxed In Its sover- 
eign capacity, but that all assessments rmmt 
be against the Individual tax-payers, and 
the result has been that tho Treasury 
Department reversed lt» former ruling and 
paid over $72,000, beside* marking off from 
the hooks the unliquidated charge of over 
$1,000,000 against that Mate.

BBOOIIS AND SHOOK CORN CULTURE. 


—Any ingenious boy may easly learn to 
make a very good and durable broom, 
without any further instruction than an 
old, worn-out broom. All the needed 
machinery may be extemporized on al- 
most any farm. 
If fathers would en- 


courage the boys in some such enter- 
prise, it would give them more encour- 
agement to remain on the farm, and to 
become better farmers. In the making 
of brooms.only one of two things need be 
purchased. 
These are twine or broom 


wire, and perhaps, unless you conclude 
to learn by using second-hand handles, 
which, by a little sandpapering, will 
often answer well. 
To tie the brush, 


the twine or wiro must be drawn tight, 
which may be done by first softening 
the brush stems in water, and by wind- 
ing the wire or twine around a stick, 10 
or 12 inches long, and by placing this 
under the feet, the brush and handle on 
a table, or suitable horse, it may be 
drawn with the hands tight as needful. 
A needle for sewing or tacking the 
brush may be extemporized by Inking a 
wire from an old umbrella, cutting it to 
length, and sharpening the end on a 
grindstone, using the bole in the other j 
end as an eye for the twine. 
Take the j 


old broom to pieces, car. fully noting 
how it was made, and make the new 
one in the same manner. After a little 
practice yon may be able to make a 
broom equal to the average broorn in 
market, and then you will be in position 
to earn pocket money for yourself.

FAKM TOPICS. 


KILLING THE PEACH BOKBH.—An 


Ohio farmer sends the following to an 
exchange: One pint of crude carbolic 
acid, costing 25 cents, is sufficient for 
20 gallons of soft soap, with as much 
hot water to thin it; then stir in the pint 
of carbolic acid and let it stand over 
night or longer to combine. Now add 
12 gallons rain water and stir well; then 
apply to the base of the tree with a short 
broom or old paint brush, taking pains 
to wet the inside of all crevices. This 
will prevent both peach and apple bor- 
ers. It should be applied in the latter 
end of June in this climate, when the 
moth and beetles usually appear. 


KKUOSKNE IN THE POULTKY-YARD.— 


Kerosene oil judiciously applied is a 
valuable article in tho poultry-house. 
1'erchcs washed with it occasionally will 
remain free from vermin; it is also ef- 
fective in the cleaning of nest-hoses. It 
appears, however, that there is a wrong 
as well as a right way of employing this 
pungent substance. According to the 
t'oultry World kerosene should be ap- 
plied beneath the nests and upon the 
wood work only. It is too strong and 
penetrating to be placed where it will 
come in direct contact with the eggs 
that are being set on or to touch the 
bodies of the fowls. 
Therefore, whore 


it is carelessly or too profusely scatter- 
ed, so that the hen site upon it or her 
eggs are touched with the liquid, it does 
more harm than good, often permeating 
the shells and destroying the embryo 
chicks. According to the authority re- 
ferred to, if the eggs are smeared with 
kerosene oil at any period, either when 
first laid or when being set, their vitali- 
ty is as surely destroyed as it would be 
f the shells were punctured or crushed.

living plants as it should be done. In 
the first place the plants should be taken 
up correctly. Let the soil where they 
are growing be thoroughly saturated 
with water several hours before the 
plants are to be taken up. Then, instead 
of laying hold of them roughly, and 
pulling up a large handful and thus leave 
most of the roots in the ground, thrust 
a trowel or spade beneath them and 
loosen up a dozen or more. By this 
means each plant can be taken np with 
a large portion of the fibrous root still 
adhering to the main root, with a litUe 
ball of Cue soil. 
When the roots have 


no ball of earth adhering to them they 
will not toko a vital hold of the soil un- 
til after the lapse of from one to tour or 
more days. But aa soon as the small 
rootlets begin to spread through the soil, 
leaves will be produced as fast a* they 
can be sustained. 


When there are many plants to be set 


out it is a good plan to take an old milk- 
pan, into which pnt about two quarts of 


or a board set edgewise, between 


which and a short piece of board, 
edged with a piece of sheet-iron, held 
in the hand, the brush is paasod, or 
some other device; but whore large 
quantities are produced, some ma- 
chinery, like a grain-threshing machine, 
is used. In order that success may at- 
tend the ripening of broom corn in 
New England, early and continuous 
growth must be encouraged, which may 
be accomplished by careful, thorough 
culture.

It is known to most of the inhabitants 


of the Ball that makes its diurnal revo- 
lutions around tho Hub that wo who en- 
joy the felicity of dwelling in the couter 
of all things celebrate the rise 61 the 
Sunday sun by a repast of pulso and 
brawn, sometimes spoken of as " pork 
and beans" or "bacon and beans."
